Burger King targets 
mom with new kids 
meal, ‘Little King’

NEW YORK After watching its bigger rival 
McDonald’s try to woo moms, Burger 
King launched a new marketing and pro- 
motional campaign Monday meant to 
grab their attention. 

‘A large part of our customer base is 
parents with children,” said Russ Klein, 
president of global strategy, marketing 
and innovation. “As a parent, the chal- 
lenge is always trying to get the kinds of 
things you want to but have some dimen- 
sion of fun.” 

The centerpiece of the effort, Klein 
said, is a new kids meal featuring a four- 
ounce serving of Kraft macaroni and 
cheese, lowfat milk and the company’s 
“Fresh Apple Fries,” which are uncooked 
apple slices shaped like french fries and 
served with low-fat caramel dipping sauce. 
The meal went on sale Monday for $3.49 
and will be a permanent fixture on Burger 
King’s menu. 

The launch will be followed by an in- 
restaurant merchandising and TV ad cam- 
paign, with the first commercial airing 
Monday. That spot will introduce “Lit- 
tle King,” meant to be the masked king’s 
young son. 

Burger King certainly isn’t the first fast 
food restaurant to try to persuade moms 
to listen to the pleas in the backseat for 
fast food. McDonald’s launched a public 
relations campaign targeted to mothers 
last year in a bid to neutralize criticism 
that the company’s food is a contributor 
to childhood obesity 

The McDonald’s approach included 
adding a bevy of healthier menu items to 
its menu meant to entice both kids and 
parents, including ‘Apple Dippers”— pre-

cut slices of apples similar to the new 
Burger King version. The chain also start- 
ed a “mom’s quality correspondence” cam- 
paign in which six mothers got a behind- 
the-scenes look at how the chain oper- 
ates. The moms write about their experi- 
ence on the company’s Web site. 

Zack’s Investment Research senior ana- 
lyst Anne Northrup said McDonald’s has 
been “a trailblazer” in changing the percep- 
tion that fast food is an indulgence that will 
likely lead to gaining a few extra pounds. 

But convincing parents to correlate 
healthy eating with the home of the 
Whopper may not so be easy, particular- 
ly since Burger King has been lambasted 


by critics for not switching to trans-fat 
free oil as fast as some of its competitors. 
The chain has committed to making the 
switch in all of its restaurants by the end 
of the year. 

Northrup said getting parents to take 
their families to Burger King may also 
be dependent on the pace of the chain’s 
remodeling campaign. Burger King has 
been attempting to turn around its sales 
partly by renovating its restaurants. 

Northrup said a large number of the 
chain’s restaurants are still more than 30 
years old. 

“That’s a key driver of earnings growth 
in the next few years,” she said.

Obama defends his patrietism, won’t question others’

INDEPENDENCE, Mo. Democratic presidential candi- 
date Barack Obama said Monday he will never 
question others’ patriotism during the race and 
blames his own “carelessness” for some criticism 
of him so far. 

Obama sought to reassure voters about his 
commitment to the country, choosing the aptly 
named town of Independence as his backdrop. 

Questions about his patriotism were raised 
during the Democratic nomination fight, and 
Obama recently started wearing a flag pin on his 
lapel in one attempt to answer them. But a week- 
long focus on American values in the run-up to 


Friday’s July 4 holiday represents his most con- 
certed effort so far to do so. 

“I have found, for the first time, my patriotism 
challenged— at times as a result of my own careless- 
ness, more often as a result of the desire by some to 
score political points and raise fears about who I am 
and what I stand for,” Obama said before a crowd 
of a few hundred people at the Truman Memorial 
Building. “I will never question the patriotism of 
others in this campaign. And I will not stand idly by 
when I hear others question mine.” 

Obama also sought to tamp down controversy 
surrounding comments over the weekend from 
a supporter. Retired Gen. Wesley Clark said in a 


TV appearance that the Vietnam War-era mili- 
tary service of John McCain, Obama’s Republi- 
can opponent, does not necessarily qualify him to 
be commander in chief 

McCain was a fighter pilot who was captured 
and held as a prisoner of war for more than five 
years. 

“For those like John McCain who have endured 
physical torment in service to our country- 
no further proof of such sacrifice is necessary,” 
Obama said. “And let me also add that no one 
should ever devalue that service, especially for 
the sake of a political campaign, and that goes for 
supporters on both sides.”

CTA’s Rotten Routes 


After sifting through e-mails and 
redeyechicago.com/ctablog postings for 
a week after opening our public transit 
polls, “Going Public” officially announc- 
es the second-annual “Rotten Route” 
winner: 

Hold your applause. 

This year’s bout for bad bus service is 
hardly a cause for celebration, 
particularly since two routes 
clinched this dubious distinc- 
tion. 

The first winner is making 
its debut in our rotten rank- 
ings, after not earning so much 
as a slot among last year’s top 
four finalists. But the No. 22- 
Clark apparently ramped up 
its rottenness enough to gain 
equal footing with the No. 

8-Halsted, last year’s “Rotten 
Route” winner. 

First things first. How on 
earth did the No. 8 end up as a 
“Rotten Route” again? 

When told about the No. 8’s 
“Rotten Route” repeat, CTA 
spokeswoman Sheila Grego- 
ry said Monday that despite 
improvements to the route’s 
efficiency, it is experiencing 
growing pains to the tune of 
2,615 more rides per weekday 
over the same time last year. 

Despite that cramp in its CTA style, 
the No. 8 now averages an approximate 
six-minute frequency as of this spring, 
down from seven to eight minutes previ- 
ously, Gregory said, crediting the change 
to the transit agency’s bus-bunching 
reduction efforts. 

Riders who voted for the No. 8 didn’t 
seem impressed. 

“There has been some improve- 
ment, but not enough to relinquish its 
No. I worst bus line rating,” Lakeview’s 
Mary Wilson wrote in an e-mail to 
“Going Public.” “The bus bunching has 
improved but the buses are still filthy. 
Using ‘snail pace’ to kill time is still too 
prevalent.” 


Wilson and other No. 8 voters echoed 
many of the same issues as presented in 
last year’s competition, including over- 
crowded buses. 

So let’s shift the focus to finding out 
the 4-1-1 on the No. 22. 

The No. 22 is plagued with public 
transit problems, according to rider 
votes and comments that 
cited bus-bunching, apa- 
thetic operators and bus-lane 
blocking as the biggest irri- 
tants. 

“Come on, we can put a 
man on the moon, perform 
open-heart surgery practi- 
cally on an outpatient lev- 
el, and win the Cold War, 
but we can’t stop one bus 
from catching up to anoth- 
er, worse yet, two others,” 
Lakeview’s Tony Tangora, 34, 
wrote in an e-mail. “What, is 
it a game for the drivers?” 

CTA’s Gregory suggested 
the No. 22 might be the vic- 
tim of three-tracking, which 
pushed some rail riders onto 
the already crowded route. 
But despite those ridership 
gains, bus-bunching is on the 
decline, Gregory said. 

Other riders argue that 
some bus-bunching blame should be 
aimed at motorists, including Rogers 
Park’s Garyjaffe, who said that moms 
“at both Latin and Parker schools block 
one lane of northbound Clark every 
afternoon to pick up their kids,” Jaffe 
wrote in an e-mail that included an 
“AAAARRRRGGHHH.” 

“The beer trucks block a lane of Clark 
in either direction constantly without 
ever getting ticketed.” 

Wicker Park’s Josh Varga found No. 22 
such a nuisance that he voted against it 
even though he no longer takes it. 

“I am glad to have washed my hands 
of the {No.-] 22,” Varga, 30, wrote in an 
e-mail about his exodus, adding: “Now if 
only the Blue Line was more reliable.”

Keyboard cops 

These Web watchers keep reference sites in check 


Ask and you 
shall receive— 
or maybe not

Looking for a Walgreens on Michi- 
gan Avenue? Stumped on how many 
championships the Bulls won in the 
’90s? Searching for the meaning of life? 

Jackie Diaz of Forest Glen may— or 
may not— know the answer. 

Diaz, 25, works as a guide for Cha- 
Cha, a service that allows a cell phone 
user to ask a question by texting 242 
242 or calling 1-800-2CHACHA. Diaz 
or another ChaCha guide sends the 
information back to the user’s phone 
via a text message. 

ChaCha, which started as a search 
engine in 2006, launched the text mes- 
saging capability nationwide in Janu- 
ary That’s about the time that Diaz, a 
UIC graduate student, got the job as a 
guide. 

There are 406 guides in Illinois and 
92 guides in the Chicago area, said 
Katy Lachky a spokeswoman for the 
service. Guides typically earn $3 to $8 
an hour. 

Diaz works from a computer at 
home. When someone sends a question 
to ChaCha, she searches the ChaCha 
search engine, which has categories to 
help guides find and text the answer 
back in three minutes or less. 

But not all answers are easy to find. 

“People will text almost as if we are 
psychics,” Diaz said, asking things such 
as: “ ‘Does Tim O’Donnell like me,’ or 
‘Why do boys say they will call and they 
never do?’ ” 

For love-related questions like those, 
Diaz will link to a love advice Web site. 
ChaCha guides are required to source 
their answers with a Web page link so 
cell phone users can go to the page for 
more information. 

Diaz said she probably only makes 
$5 or $6 an hour and appreciates the 
flexibility of the job. ChaCha doesn’t 
schedule its guides, so Diaz can log 
into the system whenever she wants. 
She said she typically works late nights 
and weekends, when people tend to ask 
more questions. 

“I definitely come away knowing 
some new random facts that I didn’t 
know,” Diaz said. 

Diaz said she has been stumped once. 
A user asked about the number of home 
runs a baseball player from a Southern 
minor league hit in one game. Diaz said 
she scoured the ’Net but couldn’t find 
the answer after 15 minutes of search- 
ing. She told the user she couldn’t find 
the information. 

“Some of the stuff is just not available 
online,” Diaz said.

He didn’t have a sash and he couldn’t 
hand out demerits. But for 12 to 15 hours 
a week, Mike Harris of Andersonville 
patrolled Wikipedia as a virtual hall mon- 
itor, checking for spelling errors, bad 
punctuation and articles that probably 
didn’t deserve an entry in the free online 
encyclopedia. 

Like any good hall monitor, Harris said 
he engaged in some intense battles over 
the rules of his domain. 

He sparred with “drooling fanboys” 
as he edited the minutiae on Wikipedia 
pages devoted to “Star Wars,” “Star Trek” 
and “Lost.” He was subjected to “acidic 
bile” when he attempted to delete articles 
devoted to a list of foodstuffs mentioned 
in “Harry Potter” and the list of plants in 
“Star Wars.” 

Defeated, Harris hung up his virtual 
badge in 2006 after voluntarily editing 
Wikipedia for ayear-and-a-half 

“I kind of noticed it was getting kind of 
out of my control, the debates I would get 
into,” Harris, 33, said. “Everyone has the 
goal of wanting to create a quality prod- 
uct, a good encyclopedia that has qual- 


ity standards, but there’s a debate of how 
that goes.” 

Web watchers, often unpaid, play a 
critical role in overseeing reference sites 
such as wikipedia.org and 
urbandictionary.com. 

Some of these ’Net police 
officers, like Harris, obses- 
sively spend their leisure time 
crusading for accuracy and 
objectivity. But that can be 
a challenge in a come-one, 
come-all environment that’s 
populated with opinionated 
users and skeptics who ques- 
tion the sites’ credibility and 
accuracy 

About 800 unpaid volun- 
teers each week sift through 
the 2,000 definitions submit- 
ted daily to urbandictionary. 
com, said Aaron Peckham, 
who founded the slang dic- 
tionary about eight years ago as a comput- 
er science student at California Polytech- 
nic State University 

When his Web site, which primar- 
ily makes money through advertising, 
exploded in popularity three years ago. 


Peckham realized he didn’t have time to 
review all the submissions himself He 
created a system where volunteers follow 
a set of guidelines for publishing a defini- 
tion: Reject nonsensical, rac- 
ist and sexist entries, Peck- 
ham told his volunteer edi- 
tors, but don’t reject an entry 
because it’s opinionated, mis- 
spelled (how do you know if 
it’s spelled “bootylicious” or 
“bootylishes”?) or includes 
swearing. 

Authors submit new def- 
initions into a queue, and 
editors review each submis- 
sion. Anyone can volunteer 
to review definitions, but no 
single volunteer can decide 
if a definition should be pub- 
lished. When a certain num- 
ber of editors have reviewed a 
submission, the majority wins 
and the definition is either published 
or rejected. The process takes about 24 
hours, Peckham said. 

On one hand, “there are definitely peo- 
ple who spend days at a time editing stuff 
or browsing stuff,” said Peckham, 27. »

On the other hand, there also are peo- 
ple who help slip unsuitable definitions 
through the system for their own purpos- 
es, said Peckham, who lives in San Fran- 
cisco. “It’s really hard to keep a communi- 
ty ... in balance,” he said. 

Wikipedia, a non-profit project fund- 
ed by donations from users and philan- 
thropic gifts, has battled similar problems 
because the site also employs a majority 
rules attitude, said John Broughton, who 
wrote “Wikipedia: The Missing Manual,” 
released in January 

Anyone can edit a Wikipedia page, 
with the exception of protected pages 
that require a registered account to edit, 
said Jay Walsh, a spokesman for the Wiki- 
media Foundation, which oversees Wiki- 
pedia. Pages are protected when they’ve 
been subjected to “vandalism” or content 
wars between editors. 

Disputes typically are resolved on the 
article’s “discussion” section, where edi- 
tors and contributors can hash out their 
issues, Walsh said. More serious disputes 
may be brought up with the mediation or 
arbitration committees staffed by volun- 
teer administrators, who are trusted edi- 
tors who have the ability to delete pages 
and protect articles. 

The result is an encyclopedia of truth 
by rough consensus, not necessarily fact, 
Broughton said. 

“It’s potentially a great jumping off 
place. It’s not appropriate ... to cite Wiki- 
pedia as a source,” Broughton said. “A 
Wikipedia article today isn’t going to look 
like the Wikipedia article tomorrow.” 

Besides content disputes among edi- 
tors, one of the worst parts about partici- 
pating in Wikipedia is “vandalism” in the 
entries, said registered Wikipedia editor 
Charles Nadolski of Ravenswood. Wiki- 
pedia defines vandalism as deliberately 
compromising the integrity of the site, 
typically by adding obscenities, crude 
humor or nonsense to articles. 

“It’s kind of soul-crushing,” said Nad- 
olski, 27. “You put so much energy into an 
article and then somebody comes in” and 
vandalizes it. 

Nadolski, a software developer by day, 
said he has been editing Wikipedia con- 
tent on and off since 2004, when he 
noticed there was no entry for a civil engi- 
neering device he was using. 

Over the last four years for a few hours 
a week, Nadolski has fixed spelling and 
capitalization errors, translated pages 
from French to English, monitored pages 
devoted to video-game music composer 
Paul Ruskay and Neanderthals and edit- 
ed documents in Wikisource, a library of 
source texts. 

“It’s more of a hobby for me,” Nadols- 
ki said. “But you do have a community of 
Wikipedians who get really into it.”

South Shore residents 
on edge after triple slaying

The triple slaying in South Shore late Sun- 
day is the latest violence in a neighborhood 
where pockets of gangs are situated next to 
solidly middle- and working-class blocks. 

Police found the bodies of Vanity Murff, 
21, Lawrence Jackson, 27, and a man family 
members identified as Corey Washington, 
30, in an apartment building in the 7800 
block of South Kingston Avenue. The 
three had been shot to death and evidence 
found in the home suggested the murders 
were drug- and gang-related, police said. 

South Shore is an economically diverse 
neighborhood with a long history of com- 
munity activism. But in recent weeks, the 
neighborhood has been rocked by a spate 
of unrelated killings that have left residents 
wary of leaving their homes. 

“I’m moving as soon as my lease is up in 
October,” said Joy Buckner, who does not 
want her teenage daughter to be outside 
even during the day 

“It’s a shame. Young kids are getting 
jumped; they’re getting shot,” Buckner said. 

Quentin Lesley, 22, said he was hanging 
out earlier with the three victims of Sun- 
day’s shootings. 

“This is one of the safest blocks, but it’s 
still rough,” Lesley said. 

Other blocks in the neighborhood also 
have been the site of violence. Last month, 
Dorothy Brown Taylor, 71, was sexually 
assaulted and strangled in her home in the 
7200 block of South Coles Avenue. Police 
have charged a 25-year-old man in her mur- 
der. Also in June, a sandwich shop worker 
was shot and wounded in a robbery in the 
2100 block of East 75th Street and on Sat- 
urday, an on-duty firefighter was shot and 
wounded while responding to a fire in the 
2900 block of East 80th Street in nearby 


South Chicago. 

About 10 
aggravated bat- 
teries with hand- 
guns were report- 
ed over a two- 
week period in 
June (June 6-23) 
in the area near 
Monday’s shooting, according to Chicago 
police data. 

Police say the recent violence is not 
related. 


Aid. Sandi Jackson (7th), in whose ward 
the triple slaying occurred, said on Mon- 
day, “Enough is enough.” 

Chicago Police spokeswoman Monique 
Bond said that while these recent incidents 
in South Shore are unrelated, police have 
seen some recent gang- and drug-related 
activity in the area that is fueling some vio- 
lence. 

Nobody was in custody Monday, and 
police urged people in the community who 
had information to come forward. 


Teen dies of wounds 

A 1 6 -year-old boy who was shot early 
Sunday while standing in a gangway on 
the West Side died of his wounds Mon- 
day afternoon, authorities said. 

Gerald Perry, of the 1200 block of 
South Troy Street, suffered gunshot 
wounds to the head and chest, the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office said.

No injuries reported after emergency landing at O’Hare

AJapan-bound commercial airliner land- 
ed safely at O’Hare Monday afternoon after 
one of its engines malfunctioned over the 
northwest suburbs— but not before it had 
to dump about 4 percent of its total fuel 
load over Lake Michigan in order to land. 

The right engine on the All Nippon Air- 
ways Boeing 777-3 ooER became inopera- 
ble from “metal fatigue” as it climbed over 
Mt. Prospect about 11:30 a.m., said Eliza- 
beth Isham Cory, a spokeswoman for the 


Eederal Aviation Administration. Earlier, it 
was thought the engine “may have ingested 
some birds,” she said. The exact cause was 
under investigation. 

To make the half-million-pound jetliner, 
which carried 189 passengers, light enough 
to land safely the pilot swung over the lake 
and dumped about 1,450 gallons of jet fuel. 
Only a miniscule portion of that made it to 
the water, which officials said remains safe 
for drinking and swimming. But the move 
did spark monitoring by Chicago water 


quality managers and beach officials. 

Only about 2 percent or less of the 
dumped fuel likely landed in the lake, 
based on studies by the Air Eorce, the 
EAA and environmental watchdogs. 
When fuel is dumped above 5,000 feet, 
in temperatures above freezing, about 98 
percent of it can be expected to evaporate 
before hitting the ground, Isham Cory 
said. In this case, that would leave about 
32 gallons, all of it in widely dispersed fuel 
droplets. 


The small amount of fuel that settles 
across the water likely will disappear by the 
end of the week.

plier Medline Industries of Mundelein, may 
donate a smaller portion of the property to 
the Chicago 2016 bid organization, a non- 
profit entity Such a donation likely could 


provide tax benefits. 

Medline could not be reached for com- 
ment, and Michael Senner, senior vice pres- 
ident of Colliers Bennett & Kahnweiler, 
which is representing Medline, declined 
to comment. Representatives of Chicago 
2016 and the mayor’s office, contacted ear- 
ly Monday evening, said officials could not 
be reached for comment. 

The Chicago 2016 bid currently calls for 
the village to be built above the McCor- 
mick Place truck yards. 

Mayor Daley said last month he would 


prefer moving the athletes’ village to the 
Reese site because building on land would 
be significantly cheaper than building on a 
platform over the truck yards. 

If the Reese deal receives approval on 
Monday it could move to the full council the 
next day But Preckwinkle said she would ask 
that the deal be held in committee unless 
it was accompanied by an agreement that 
would set goals for inclusion of affordable 
housing units in the village and for the hiring 
of minority- and women-owned businesses 
on the construction projects. 


Gate that hit child 
fails inspection 

A tall, rusted steel gate that 
fell and crushed a 3-year-old 
boy to death at the Cabrini- 
Green public housing com- 
plex failed a building code 
inspection Monday, said Bill 
McCaffrey, spokesman for 
the Chicago Department of 
Buildings. The gate at the 
Cabrini-Green rowhouses in 
the 900 block of North Cam- 
bridge Avenue fell on Curtis 
Cooper on Friday. The Chica- 
go Housing Authority could 
be subject to penalties and 
fines. A report was expected 
to be completed Wednesday 
or Thursday. 

Lake Shore Drive 
lane closed 

One of two lanes on south- 
bound Lake Shore Drive that 
merge onto the westbound 
Stevenson Expressway will 
be closed until late Tues- 
day because of emergency 
road construction, the Illi- 
nois Department of Trans- 
portation announced Mon- 
day afternoon. The single- 
lane closing begins from an 
area of Lake Shore Drive 
near McCormick Place, just 
north of the ramp, said Mike 
Claffey, an IDOT spokesman. 

Body of missing 
teacher found 

Authorities say a child found 
the body of a missing Chicago 
teacher along the shore of 
Lake Michigan in Van Buren 
County, Mich., on Sunday. 

The body was identified Mon- 
day as that of Robert Hosty 
Jr., 27. Hosty was reported 
missing June 15 from a home 
he was visiting in nearby Ber- 
rien County. Authorities say 
drowning is suspected, but an 
autopsy is planned. 


Dibs on the parade? Maybe not 

The feeding frenzy began when an 
Arlington Heights resident casually 
marked off a piece of parkway ground 
with stakes and ropes three days before 
last year’s Fourth of July Parade. 

Neighbors soon started staking their 
own claims along Dunton Avenue. Then 
motorists pulled over and joined the 
fray. When the 4th dawned, a patch- 
work of lawn chairs, sprinklers and 
blankets, some held down by bricks, 
cluttered the parkway 

“People get this mass conscious- 
ness of desperation,” said Joan Daily, 
who has lived on the street for 13 years 
and recalled the free-for-all. “They feel 
they’re going to lose something if they 
don’t claim it.” 

Chicago officials usually look the 
other way when chairs and other place- 
holders pop up in the streets after resi- 
dents dig their cars out of the snow. But 
Arlington Heights, following a parade 
route blazed by Evanston, is taking a 
tougher stance on this summertime 
twist to the controversial practice of 
declaring “dibs.” 

Residents in Arlington Heights have 
been asked not to lay claim to prime 
ground earlier than 7 p.m. the night 
before Friday’s 10 a.m. Fourth of July 
parade. The new voluntary approach 
could test the patience of some specta- 
tors, who turn out 10,000 strong for the 
popular event. 

But if it doesn’t work, officials said 
they may have to take a tougher stance 
next year— outlawing dibs by village 
ordinance. 

The early start of dibs last year in 





Arlington Heights created an unsight- 
ly mess along the route. Tarps ruined 
patches of lawn; it was difficult to col- 
lect recyclables, and some residents 
were left to pick up the bricks and rocks 
used to mark places. 

The village will post signs along the 
route several days before this year’s 
parade. Officials also have inserted the 
no-dibs-until-the-night-before request 
in fliers and are publicizing the new 
approach on the village cable channel 
and Web site. 


AND ELSEWHERE ... 

The tradition isn’t just an Illi- 
nois thing. In Portland, Ore., the 
practice of marking spaces with 
duct-tape for the annual Rose 
Festival in June got so out-of- 
hand the city imposed a $500 
fine this year, said city commis- 
sioner Randy Leonard. Specta- 
tors now need to camp out to 
claim their viewing places.

cycles, $75 for smaller passenger cars 
under 4,500 pounds and $120 for larg- 
er passenger vehicles. Already, the 
City Clerk’s office said online sticker 
sales are up 40 percent this year com- 
pared to the same time last year. 

City stickers can be purchased 
online at chicityclerk.com and at all 


city clerk offices, Jewel-Osco and 
Dominick’s locations, most currency 
exchanges, department of revenue 
substations, participating banks and 
at aldermen’s offices on select days. 

You can be charged a service fee 
of up to $5.50 at currency exchanges, 
banks and retailers.

Team sources confirmed a Tribune 
report that Bernie Bickerstaff and Bob 
Ociepka have landed jobs on Del Negro’s 
staff The Bulls still are negotiating with 
veteran head coach Del Harris. 

The Bulls introduced Rose at a gala 
news conference at the United Center that 
included the red-colored flower that is his 
namesake on every chair. He will wear No. i. 

“That was my AAU number when I first 
started playing, I was the No. i draft pick, 
and hopefully I’ll be No. i at my position,” 
Rose said. “It’s a dream come true to be a 
Chicago Bull.”

Estelle uses 
broken relationships 
to fuel her sound

Never underestimate the creativity of 
a rapper-singer scorned. 

British artist Estelle, who recently 
introduced herself to American audi- 
ences with the buzz-heavy single ‘Amer- 
ican Boy” featuring Kanye West, credits 
four years of crazy men and another four 
years in a rocky relationship as the cata- 
lyst behind her U.S. debut disc, “Shine,” 
released April 29. 

The album “was kick-started by me 
dumping my boyfriend,” she said. 

“Part of the crazy was me, so I had to 
get over myself, and get out my own way 
The other half of the crazy was like ‘No, 
it’s you. You’re crazy!’ ” 

Estelle then cracked open her note- 
book and lyrically chronicled her real- 
life dealings with men: “Straight down, 
every song is a guy — a situation I went 
through.” 

The 28 -year-old grew up listening 


to MaryJ. Blige, and she 
calls Pepa of rap duo Salt 
‘n Pepa one of her great- 
est influences. She har- 
nesses the soulfulness of 
the first in her singing, 
and exudes the tough 
girl stance of the second 
in her rhymes — switch- 
ing from one style to the other with 
ease. Estelle calls her on-stage per- 
sona “Audrey Pepa”— a character that 
embodies the elegance of Audrey Hep- 
burn and the realness of the rapper. 

Her fashion sense is just as surpris- 
ingly two-sided— naming Edie Sedge- 
wick and Grace Jones as her fashion 
icons. 

In an age when celebrity reality is 
bought and sold, artists stand to benefit 
from confessional lyrics that ring true. 
But while some draw a definitive line 
between their music and private lives, 
Estelle unabashedly connects those dots. 

She said her creative process requires 
recording “whatever comes out my 
face.” 

“It doesn’t have to be 20 different 


colors and tribal sounds to be 
‘Wow,’ ” she said, referring to 
advice given to her by croon- 
er, friend and collaborator 
John Legend, who signed her 
to his HomeSchool Records 
label. 

The result of her process is, 
in short, honest. 

“She’s not trying to be like Amy Wine- 
house. She’s not trying to be like any 
of these other kind of retro-soul art- 
ists that are coming out of Britain,” said 
Legend of comparisons with other UK 
“It” girls. “The only reason people are 
comparing them is because they’re all 
from England.” 

Estelle’s first album, “i8th Day,” was 
released in Europe in 2004. She now 
lives in New York City, and says she 
hasn’t yet found her American boy, UK 
boy or any other boy for that matter. 

She’s playing the field these days, and 
she laughed about trying not to check 
out other guys while on dates. 

“I’m on a mission to keep my head 
straight,” she said, “believing that I’m 
not crazy.”

WARDROBE 


For women, a long patio dress, a pair 
of shorts, a colorful embellished shirt 
and a pair of fiat metallic sandals will 
go a long way for a beach vacation, says 
Ken Downing, senior vice president 
fashion director for Neiman Marcus. 

How short you want your shorts is a 
personal choice. “We saw everything 
from what you could call hot pants to 
city shorts that go to the knee. White 
and khaki are always good choices. I 
love them with these easy tops with 
embellishment— often from Tory 
Burch— with wood, shells, beads. You 
can wear them during the day or at 
night with big earrings and a stack of 
cuffs,” Downing says. 

He adds: ‘And you have to have large, 
oversized sunglasses— they’re the best 
way to protect yourself from wrinkles.” 


SKIN 


Wear a lightweight, non-greasy 
moisturizer under a sunscreen that 
protects against UVAand UVB, advis- 
es Ramona lonescu, primary esthe- 
tician at Cornelia Day Resort. Try 
one with plant extracts such as white 
tea, thermis hermophilus or rhodiola 
rosea, which offer resistance to envi- 
ronmental aggressors. 

That combination is good for daily 
use, but you also should use the occa- 
sional mask to replenish the nutrients 
in the skin, she says. 

lonescu recommends using puree of 
cucumber, avocado, apricot or papaya 
with yogurt, honey and oatmeal as the 
base of an all-natural mask. If skin is 
oily, she’d add a bit of lemon juice, or if 
skin is dry, rosewater. 

Apply the mask evenly let it sit for 15- 
20 minutes then rinse with warm water. 



Rinse your hair in iron-rich tap 
water before going into a pool or the 
ocean because it will help repel chlo- 
rine or salt, advises celebrity stylist 
David Evangelista. He also recom- 
mends a homemade leave-in condi- 
tioner using three parts tap water to 
one part conditioner (the rinse-out 
conditioner already in your shower 
will do). Put the conditioner in a spray 
bottle and mist the hair while you’re in 
the sun to keep it hydrated. 

Since hair grows more quickly in 
the summer, you may find yourself 
needing your hair cut more often, says 
Evangelista, who has an eponymous 
salon at the Cornelia Day Resort spa 
in Manhattan. The good news is you’ll 
end up cutting the driest, most dam- 
aged part of the hair. 


MAKEUP 


That lip- 
stick that went 
^ mushy in your 
beach bag is 
w’ not a total 

^ disaster, says 

makeup artist 
Napoleon Per- 
dis. The key, he 
says, is applying lip liner first, which 
acts as abase. 

Then apply the lipstick with a lip 
brush, which will not only keep the 
stick from changing shape, but it will 
also help the color stay put on the 
lips. But Perdis says you can avoid the 
problem entirely by using lip gloss 
from a squeeze tube. His own brand 
offers Auto Pilot Lip Service, which 
has vitamin E to keep lips moistur- 
ized and menthol to keep them cool. 


SNACK 


You can fight free-radical damage 
to the skin from the inside too. 

“There’s something to be said for 
antioxidants and applying them top- 
ically, but I think there’s a place for 
them to be taken internally too,” 
says Dr. Alicia Zalka, an associate 
clinical professor of dermatology at 
Yale University. 

There’s a growing body of evidence 
that a compound known as polyphe- 
nol that is found in some fruits and 
vegetables can act as a sponge and 
soak up free radicals that would oth- 
erwise damage the skin, according 
to Zalka, who also has a private prac- 
tice in Danbury, Conn. 

Eric Helms, founder of Juice Gen- 
eration, a New York-based mini- 
chain of juice stores, suggests mixing 
wheatgrass in a juicer with a com- 
bination of fresh mint, pineapple, 
apples and pear for a tropical-tasting 
drink. 

A high-energy drink would include 
wheatgrass, carrots, celery, beets and 
spinach. 

There also are good things for the 
skin in smoothies. Helms says fruits 
high in vitamin C, such as oranges, 
promote strong collagen; green veg- 
etables, such as spinach and celery, 
have vitamin A to support skin-cell 
growth; and antioxidant-rich blue- 
berries, pomegranate and mango- 
steens can help fight some signs of 
aging, which can be exacerbated by 
UV rays. 

A recent study also found that 
antioxidants seemed best absorbed 
when combined with exercise — so 
you might want to run up and down 
the beach with a smoothie in hand, 
Zalka says with a laugh.
